3. Claims 18-20, 58-63, and 66-91 are withdrawn from consideration. 

4. Based upon the response filed February 4, 2008, the improper Markuch rejection 
is withdrawn. 

HBBased upon the response filed February 4, 2008, the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 
112, 2 nd and rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) based upon Campbell et al. and Truce et 
al. have been withdrawn.
